The Belle Glade Police were called and upon arrival they found i 
the body of a black male had been discovered by city workers. 


Farther investigation revealed the body to be that of Lawrence 
Padgett. Mr. Padgett was reported missing w his family on 


December 30th. 


Family members told police that Padgett was a non-swimmer 
and had failing eyesight. Investigation revealed the canal's bank. 
to be very rocky and unstable. There was no evidence of foul play 


at the scene, according to police. 


An autopsy was performed by the Palm Beach County Medical 
Examiners Office. At this writing, the cause of death had not 


been determined. 


The investigation will continue upon completion of final 


autopsy results. 


Mr. Padgett may have simply fallen down the bank of the canal 
and drowned, according to police reports. 
Mr, Padgett was 78 years old and resided at 543 S.W. 14th 


Street in Belle Glade.

Killed in the accident was 
Jose Antonio Tapanes of 11971 


SW. 6th Street, Miami. 


Armando Borges, age 34, the 
passenger, also of Miami was 


arrested by the F. H. P. for- 


allegedly. stealing diesel fuel 
from a United States Sugar 
pump station adjacent to where 
the van plunged into the canal. 

In the back of the maroon van 
was a 500 gallon tank of diesel

fuel. When the driver, Mr. 
Tapanes slammed on brakes to 
avoid the canal, he was pinned 
by the tank to the steering 
wheel and apparently drowned 
when the van toppled into the 
drainage ditch. 

The tank in the back of the 
van allegedly was being used to 
steel diesel fuel from a U.S. 
Sugar pump station. The 
gasoline could be pumped from 
the U.S. Sagar tank into the 
tank that was in the back of 
the van. 

The accident occured at 
approximately 5:30 a.m. 
Monday. 

According to police the 
property is owned by the South 
Florida Water Management 
District. 5 


Approximately 50 - 60 gallons 
of diesel fuel was spilled into 
the canal. 

.S. Sugar was called in to 

jan up the scene because 
officials did not have the 
equipment to do so according to 
U.S. Sugar Corp. officials in 
Clewiston. 

According to Officer Dairret 
Beavers of the F.H.P., the diesel 
fuel in the back of the van was 
a direct match to the fuel 
contained in the tank that 
belonged to the pump station. 

The match was possible due 
to a special dye that is placed 
in all of U.S. Sugars’ fuel 
supplies, 

The suspect will face charges 
of grand theft.

With more than $10,000. in 
financial losses caused by a 
successful boycott organized by 
the Glades Area Branch of the 
National Association for the 
Advancement of Colored People 
(NAACP), Belle Glade Meat 
Market owner, Joaquin Guillen 
gave a public apology Monday 


morning for his disrespect-to_ 


customers. 

NAACP President Nate 
Edwards said it’ was his 
understanding the the meat 
market thrives on the business 
of food stamp customers. And, 
according to complaints made 
to the NAACp, customers were 
treated discourteously, often 
refused service and 
complainants were cursed 
openly, 

"This had to stop,” said Mr. 
Edwards. If the owner and his 
employees cannot respect their 
customers, then they don't 
deserve their business. We will 
help customers understand 
that they have alternatives 
that will allow them to retain 
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their self respect.” 

Mr. Edwards and Mr. Guillen 
held a press conference in front 
of the business located“at 1417 
N.W. Avenue'L, Belle Glade. 

"He says he will not treat his 

-customers with. disrespect 
again," said-Mr. Edwards. 
"Should. there.be a problem in 
the future, we'll be back,” he 
added, , 

Mr. Guillen, a Cuban 
American who speaks broken 
English, passed out a written 
apology to news media that 
said it was always his desire to 
have a harmonious relationship 
with all of his customers, 

"I will strive to show the 
utmost respect of all who enters 


the Belle Glade Meat 
Market,"he said in his 
statement. 


He acknowledged in a 
meeting between Mr. Edwards 
and himself that the protest 
had cost him $10,000 in 
business over the two-day 
period. 

"I just want to get back to 
business,” Mr. Guillem said. "As 
you can see, business is already

Numerous complaints over 
the past few months were 
brought to'the Glades‘NAACP 
concerning unfair and rude 
treatment of customers at the 
Belle Glade Meat Market 
according to Edwards, who 
added the treatment would not 
be tolerated. 

The boycott began January 2 
at the site and Mr. Edwards 
said there was a lot of support 
from passerbys as well as 
customers who refused to cross 
the picket line. ` . 

Mr. Edwards said they 
passed out a sheet to potential 
customers listing other meat 
markets in the Glades. 

"One business contacted the 
NAACP and said they would 
give discount to anyone who 
would use his business,” he 
said. 

"This is a victory for the 
people of the Glades,” said Mr. 
Edwards. Belle Glade will 
never be the same again. 
Thank God.”

The United States Sugar Corp. 


U. S, Sugar employs Jamaican 
H-2A workers to hand-harvest 
‘sugar cane and has no financial 
interest in either the savings or 
health - insurance ‘program. 
Under the plans, workers may 
elect to have 23 per cent of their 
earnings deduced by the 
Company and deposited into 
savings accounts in Jamaica 
and/or two per cent deducted and 
remitted for health insurance 
coverage. (This coverage is in 
addition to Florida Workman's 
Compensation insurance which 
covers the workers for any injury 
on the job.) ~ 

Officials of U. S; Sugar have 
been negotiating with Jamaican 
government representatives for 
séveral months to fix problems 
which had been pointed out by 
the congressional staff report and 
GAO investigators, 

In the new agreement, the 
government-of Jamaica pledged 
to the Company that: 

1.  WICLO will give each 
worker a detailed description of 
participant benefits under the 
health program, which will be 
purchased through the U. §. Life 
Insurance Company. All funds 
must be spent solely on worker 
health benefits and 
administrative expenses, and 
WICLO will not receive any 
monies from the health program 
except for reasonable 
administrative fees. 

In addition, U. 8. Life will 
maintain audited statements of 
accounts, which will be available 
to workers. All non-occupational 
health care expenses incurred 
during the worker's contract 
period will be covered—other than 
the first visit to a physician-- 
without a deductible or dollar 
limit. 

2. Wiclo will send each of 
the Company's H-2A workers a 
letter revising the agreement 
between the Government of 
Jamaica and the workers by 
giving the workers a choice of 
whether or not to voluntarily 
sign up for one or both of the 
programs. In the past, to ensure 
the programs were voluntary, the 
Company asked workers to sign 
an Authorization after they 
arrived in the United States if 
they wanted to participate in the 
prograjga, Recently, however, the 
Company discovered that the 
Government had required 
workers to sign an agreement in 
Jamaica authorizing the 
deductions. Now, worker will be 
informed by the Government that 
they have the option of 
participating or declining. In the 
letter to workers the Jamaican 
Government will affirm the 
declining to elect the deductions 
will be no effect on whether the 
worker is permitted to 
participate in the H-2A 
in the future. WICLO liaison 
officers will explain to H-2A 
employees the voluntary nature 


of the deductions. 

3. Money will be 
transferred quickly from workers’ 
savings accounts. 


The Company said that 
beginning in early December 


1991, it had been holding the , 


savings and insurance 
deductions in interest bearing 
accounts on behalf of the 
workers, awaiting the agreement 
with the Jamaican government. 
Once the agreement is fully

A five-year-old South Florida 
boy weighed less than two 
pounds when he was born 13 
weeks early, has been selected 


as the 1992 National 
Ambassador for the March of 
Dimes Birth Defects 
Foundation. 


Edward "Miracle" Eissey III 
of Palm Beach Gardens, Fla., 
has beaten many odds in his 
short lifetime. When he was 
born, in January, 1986, his 
chances of survival were dim 
because of his low birthweight. 
But today, Michael is a healthy, 
active youngster who began his 


„new role with the March Dimes 


by riding a float in the 
‘Tournament of Roses Parade on 
New Year's Day! 

"Michael . was born on 
January 11, 1986,” said his 
mother, Mrs. Gail Eissey. "He 
weighed only one pound 11 
ounces. My husband, Mike, 
and I thought it was quite a 
soincidence that his birth 
weight had the same numbers 
n it as his birthday.” 

Michael's success in 
struggling against the health 
problems associated with the 
low birthweight is 
representative of thousands of 


-Miracle children across the 


country. "Programs and 
treatments developed by the 
March of Dimes researches 
helped save Michael's life,” said 
Jennifer Howse, Ph.D., March 
of Dimes President. “Michael 
was born too small and too 
soon. But he thrives today and 
reminds us all of the miracle of 
a healthy child. Sometimes 
those miracles need a little 

Jp." 

When Michael was born at St. 
Mary's Hospital in West Palm 
Beach, he was so tiny that he 


- was immediately put into a 


neonatal intensive care unit 
(NICU). In-the 1960s and ` 70s, 
the March of Dimes 
spearheaded the development 
of NICUs which specialize in 
the treatment of infants born 


too small or very sick. The 
March of Dimes initiated, 
helped organize and 
contributed funds for a regional

In her first month,Mrs. 
Eissey was hospitalized with 
hypertension and needed tétal 
bed rest. Still confined to bed 
in early January, her hopes for 
a full term pregnancy were 
dashed when she again suffered 
seizures. And as before, an 
emergency caesarian was 
performéd. 

“Because of my physical 
condition, the only chance of 
saving both me and the baby 
was to deliver the baby,” Mrs. 
Eissey said. "We just couldn't 
wait.” 

In addition to riding on the 
Farmers Insurance group's 
float in the Tournament of 
Roses parade, Michael and his 
mother also appeared on ABC

program on December 27.
